REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


In our last annual report we estimated a deficit of $1,230 
at the end of the school year 1931-32. Our actual deficit 
on June 30th was $1,403.34. This was paid by borrowing 
from the next year’s appropriation. 


This year we have had a reduction in our expected re- 
ceipts. The Academy Trustees are able to pay us only $1,000 
instead of $1,500,and the receipts from tuitions will be $200 
less than estimated last February. Rent from the district 
property will be $80 less. If you add to these the $200 
greater deficit than was estimated last year, it gives a total of © 
$980 reduction in our expected receipts for 1932-33. This 
amount has been reduced by a reduction in the item of teach- 
ers’ salaries as the result of a change in teachers by an un- 
expected source of income from the National Forest Reserve 
and a reduction in transportation of $170, so that our esti- 
mated deficit at the end of June this year will be only about 
$500. 


We have made a very careful study of the budget for 
1933-34 and have been able to reduce the total from $14,- 
554.00 for this year to $12,586.33. This is a reduction of al- 
most $2,000 or 13.4 per cent. We recommend that the Dis- 
trict raise and appropriate the sum of $9,000 for school pur- 
poses for the next school year. This is $1,500 less than you 
raised last year.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


The enrollment in your schools last year was 132, the 
average membership 114.09 and the percent of attendance 
95.44. The enrollment is smaller than that of the previous 
year and the percent of attendance better. This year the 
total enrollment is 142 distributed as follows: senior high 
school 43, junior high school 21, grades 4 to 6, 37 and grades 
1 to 3, 41. I am including at the end of this report a com- 
plete summary of the attendance for last year. 


There have been two changes in the teaching staff this 
year. Miss Catherine E. Reuell of Campello, Mass., a gradu- 
ate of Boston University in 1931, takes Mrs. Walker’s place 
as teacher of English and history. Miss Reuell taught last 
year in the high school at Hancock, New Hampshire. Miss 
Esther Christopher of Hudson, New Hampshire, a graduate 
of New Hampshire University in 1931, succeeds Miss Mitchell 
as teacher of domestic science and junior high school sub- 
jects. She taught last year in the high school at Errol, New 
Hampshire. 


There have been several changes in the curricula of the 
academy. A course in Economics has been substituted for 
Problems of Democracy which duplicated much of the United 
States History work. French has been dropped from _ the 
eighth grade and a course in Junior Business Training put in 
its place. This is a very practical course. It gives pupils a 
knowledge of business forms such as the check, draft, money 
order, cash account, budget, etc. French will begin in grade 
nine instead of grade eight. 


On alternate years we have given History of Commerce 
for a half year and Commercial Law for a half year. I be- 
lieve that it would be more valuable for the pupils to replace 


the half year of History of Commerce, with a half-year course 
in Sociology. 


About the middle of last year the School Board en- 
gaged Mr. Alberto L. Nelson to take charge of the manual 
training for the boys in grades seven and eight. Under Mr. 
Nelson’s direction new tools have been purchased and the shop 
set in order so that there is more working space and places 
for the tools. The boys have, under the teacher’s direction, 
made the adjoining horse shed into another room for wood 
working, thus adding much-needed working space. They have 
repaired the chairs in the assembly hall, the edge of the stage 
and have completed various projects for themselves. Some 
more tools should be purchased if the work is to be continued 
next year. 


This year the Academy has been operating on an eight- 
period day closing at 3:15 P. M. This has made it possible 
to have a better working time table and to offer more sub- 
jects. 


Last fall a Ditto duplicating machine was purchased. 
This makes it possible to reproduce letters, lesson plans, tests, 
programs, etc., at a small cost. It is difficult to estimate the 
value of this machine to the school. 


Mr. Rhodes is giving regular instruction in music this 
year to both the junior and senior high school pupils. I hope 
it will be possible next year to organize a school orchestra. 


When Mr. Currier was hired, he was given a contract for 
three years with an increase in salary each year. When he 
learned that the School Board had not given raises to the 
other teachers this year because of the general economic situa- 
tion, he refused to accept his own increase in salary, which 
was due him by contract. I believe that Mr. Currier is to be 
commended for his refusal to take his salary increase. 


The School Board has made a very careful study of the 
budget for the coming year. They realize the need of re- 
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ducing taxes and have reduced the budget so that it will be 
necessary to raise only $9,000 for the next year instead of 
$10,500, which was raised for this year. I do not feel that 
you can raise less than this amount without lowering the ef- 
ficiency of your schools. 


I wish to thank the members of the School Board and 
the people of Franconia for their support and the teachers for 
their co-operation.
